We  now  approach  a  new  fiscal  year  in  town  affairs  and  we  should 
at  this  time  review  the  business  of  the  past  fiscal  year. 

We  were  faced  last  spring  by  badly  damaged  roads  due  to  rains 
of  flood  propensities  that  ruined  nearly  every  hill  and  damaged 
other  roads  generally.  We  were  fortunate  in  securing  aid  from  the 
State  to  help  repair  this  damage.  We  have  had  a  lack  of  snow  this 
winter  but  the  damage  done  to  the  roads  by  abnormal  rainfall 
would  make  the  snow  much  cheaper  to  have  had.  We  will  however 
repair  some  of  these  damaged  roads  much  better  than  they  were 
before,  through  a  W.P.A.  project  that  is  now  in  progress. 

We  have  lost  by  the  removal  of  the  New  England  Power  Com- 
pany's property  from  town,  $6,000  of  valuation.  We  have  lost  much 
other  taxable  property  due  to  a  diminishing  number  of  livestock 
and  wood  and  lumber  being  cut  off. 
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Our  town  faces  the  same  situation  as  other  small  towns  in  this 
state,  mainly  diminishing  taxable  property  and  increased  costs 
of  governmental  functions,  especially  our  county  tax  which  is  out- 
rageous. 

We  must  therefore  adhere  to  our  policy  of  rigid  economy  and 
exactness  in  town  affairs.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  of  Kensington,  New  Hampshire : 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools,  the  eighteenth  of  the  series. 

It  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  see  and  study  the  registers  of  the 
Kensington  schools  for  the  year  1859,  loaned  to  me  by  Mr.  John 
Blake.  Several  pupils  recorded  there  in  the  first  grade  are  still  living. 
Many  of  the  Kensington  families  of  those  days  are  still  represented 
in  the  schools.  It  is  notable  that  the  great  grandson  of  one  of  the 
surviving  first  graders,  Mr.  George  Eastman,  is  now  a  pupil.  That 
class  also  contained  Miss  Sarah  Green,  the  dean  of  a  long  list  of 
Kensington  girls,  who,  having  got  their  start  in  our  schools,  became 
competent  teachers  here  and  elsewhere.  Through  the  years  the 
schools,  together  with  churches  and  homes,  have  helped  to  train 
the  citizens  who  have  steered  Kensington's  ship  of  state.  Time  and 
space  here  forbid  the  compilation  of  such  a  catalogue  of  these  names 
as  would  be  adequate,  though  we  may  hope  that  some  time  some 
former  Kensington  pupil  will  be  able  to  do  this  work.  This  glimpse  of 
the  old  years  is  given  to  emphasize  the  vital  character  of  the  public 
school  as  an  institution  of  social  welfare  and  to  assure  those  of  the 
later  generations  that  in  these  days  of  fast  moving  social  thought 
the  good  influence  of  the  public  school  is  needed  even  more  than 
formerly.  The  seventy-seven  years  since  1859  have  brought  great 
changes  in  school  management,  in  discipline  and  in  subjects  taught; 
health  and  safety  have  appeared  worthily  requesting  a  place  in  our 
program;  much  greater  professional  preparation  is  required  of 
teachers;  problems  of  taxation  and  falling  property  values  have 
arisen;  textbooks  and  other  material  for  the  enrichment  of  the 
content  of  study  have  increased  many  fold.  Human  nature,  how- 
ever, and  the  correctness  of  the  old  conceptions  of  such  homely 
virtues  as  industry,  honesty,  obedience  remain  the  same.  It  is  still 
the  work  of  the  schools  to  develop  a  love  for  these  virtues,  and  to 
provide  such  practice  in  the  subjects  taught  as  will  best  serve  adult 
citizens  to  think  straight  and  act  with  wisdom. 

This  is  the  spirit  in  which  the  teachers  and  all  who  administer 
the  Kensington  Schools  act  now,  as  in  the  old  days.  Very  abundant 
teaching  material,  modern  ways  of  testing  and  knowing  the  ability 
and  accomplishment  of  each  individual,  the  science  of  medicine, 
the  interest  of  the  state,  and  the  results  of  other  research  are  used 
to  supplement  good  example,  fine  precept  and  firm  but  sympathetic 
personalities  in  those  who  govern. 

Your  teachers  serve  with  honesty  and  discretion;  they  are  grow- 
ing teachers;  they  are  respected  by  pupils;  they  are  good  discip- 
linarians. Willingness  to  know  where  weakness  lies  and  to  take  active 
steps  toward  its  correction  are  not  the  least  of  their  qualifications. 
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For  the  second  year  I  submit  several  tables  of  statistics  because, 
while  this  form  of  report  requires  a  bit  more  study,  it  gives  definite 
information  about  the  schools  not  obtainable  in  any  other  way  nor 
capable  of  presentation  in  so  useful  a  way.  These  tables  give  infor- 
mation about  numbers  of  pupils  in  the  various  grades  and  about 
the  size  of  the  grades.  In  Table  II,  per  cents  of  attendance,  cases  of 
tardiness  and  other  information  are  shown  for  the  last  school  year, 
while  Table  III  offers  for  comparison  the  same  statistics  over  a  ten 
year  period.  A  comparison  of  certain  items  of  school  attendance,  cost, 
and  policy  in  Kensington  with  those  of  the  districts  with  which  she 
is  associated  in  Union  No.  16  is  shown  in  Table  IV.  It  should  be  of 
interest  to, all.  Cost  per  $1,000  of  equalized  valuation  together  with 
changes  in  Kensington's  equalized  valuation  are  shown  in  Table  V. 
In  Table  VI  this  cost  in  Kensington  is  compared  to  that  in  the  dis- 
tricts of  Monroe  and  Alstead,  the  lowest  and  highest  in  the  state,  also 
to  that  of  the  four  districts  which  she  is  associated  in  Union  No.  16. 

As  compared  to  the  old  days  referred  to  above,  general  infor- 
mation about  health  of  both  children  and  adults  is  plentiful.  In  the 
application  of  this  knowledge  to  use  in  personal  hygiene,  in  school 
house  sanitation  and  in  prevention  of  epidemics,  school  authorities 
have  gone  a  long  way  toward  better  citizenship.  I  commend  the 
report  of  our  school  nurse  to  your  attention  with  the  further  state- 
ment that  her  frequent  visits  and  checkups  continue,  and  that 
specifically,  in  dental  work  and  vaccination  against  small  pox,  the 
needs  of  the  children  are  filled. 

The  fence  erected  last  summer  at  the  North  School  has  brought 
a  much  deeper  feeling  of  security  against  appalling  highway  accidents 
in  that  vicinity.  It  is  no  longer  probable  that  eagerness  of  play 
will  drive  an  unthinking  boy  or  girl  into  the  road  and  so  into  pos- 
sible serious  injury  or  death  by  automobile. 

With  the  exeption  of  the  condition.of  the  outside  paint  the  North 
School  plant  is  now  in  good  condition.  If  it  could  become  the  policy 
to  put  each  of  the  other  buildings  into  as  good  condition,  one  each 
summer,  such  conservation  of  property  would  not  only  be  wise 
economically  but  would  contribute  to  good  teaching  and  good 
learning. 

In  conclusion,  I  express  to  you  the  unanimous  thought  of  the  ad- 
ministrative and  teaching  staff  of  the  schools  when  I  say  that, 
without  the  deep  interest  and  the  hearty  co-operation  displayed  by 
you,  our  work  would  be  very  difficult.  We  thank  you  and  pledge 
our  best  services.
